Pharmacy  Board. 


The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  N.S.W.  was  held 
on  May  5th,  there  being  present  Messrs.  Butcher  (in  the  chair),  Brothwood,. 
Beard,  Bellerney,  Williams,  Jones,  Marshall,  Wells,  Short  and  Withers. 

MINUTES. 

The  minutes  of  the  April  meetings  were  confirmed. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Dr.  Finsellb^ich,  of  Tweed  River,  informing  the 
Board  that  he  had  been  fined  ;£^to  on  a  charge  of  selling  poison,  and  that 
no  proof  was  given  that  the  liquid  sold  contained  poison. 

Messrs.  Solomons  &  Co.,  storekeepers  at  Murwillumbah,  applied  for  a 
list  of  patent  medicines  containing  poison,  promising  not  to  trade  in  any 
such  articles  disallowed  by  the  Board.  It  was  decided  to  send  the  firm  a 
copy  of  the  Act. 

In  reply  to  a  letter  from  the  Board  the  Civil  Service  Board  wrote 
stating  that  the  question  of  the  employment  of  unqualified  chemists  and 
druggists  under  the  Government  would  receive  attention. 

Mr.  Henry  H.  Parsons,  of  Paddington,  sent  a  letter  complaining  that 
his  name  had  been  removed  from  the  Register  of  chemists  and  druggists 
since  i893,andthat  he  qualified  himself  when  the  Board  was  first  established. 
The  Secretary  stated  that  the  name  was  not  in  the  records  as  having 
passed  the  final  examination,  and  was  instructed  to  reply  to  that  effect. 

Mr.  T.  Prosser,  of  Crookwell,  suggested  that  notices  should  be  posted 
at  all  police  stations,  stating  the  penalties  for  selling  poisons  without  a 
license.  Received. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Bowerman  wrote  from  Suva  for  particulars  re  indentures- 
and  examinations.  To  be  complied  with. 
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CERTIFICATE  APPLICATIONS. 

The  following  were  granted  : — John  Myles,  Goolagong  ;  C.  Brecken- 
ridge,  Mullenbimba ;  and  William  Bartlett,  Woonoona. 

The  following  were  refused  : — Messrs.  Cohen  &  Davy,  Tamworth 
J.  L.  Vining,  Murwillumbah  ;  and  Michael  McGlynn,  Parkes. 

In  the  case  of  J.  Anderson,  of  Wollumbi,  applicant  was  ordered  to 
apply  in  proper  form. 

In  the  applications  of  Cohen  &  Davy,  Anderson  and  McGlynn,  the 
applicants  specified  bluestone  as  the  poison  they  were  desirous  of  supplying 
to  the  farmers,  and  a  lengthy  discussion  cropped  up. 

Mr.  Bellemey  said  that  storekeepers  did  not  require  a  license  to  sell 
poison  in  wholesale  quantities,  and  quoted  the  Act,  Section  7,  which  says 
that  “  wholesale  dealers  are  exempted  if  a  written  order  is  given  for 
supplies.” 

The  other  members  took  a  different  view. 

Mr.  Williams  and  Mr.  Marshall  strongly  disputed  such  interpretation,, 
which,  they  urged,  only  applied  to  wholesale  druggists. 

Mr.  Bellemey  persisted  that  his  view  was  correct. 

It  was  shown  that  there  are  three  qualified  chemists  at  Tamworth, 
whose  business  it  was  to  supply  bluestone  and  all  other  poisons  required  in 
the  country,  and  that  the  granting  of  licenses  to  storekeepers  there  or  in 
any  town  where  a  chemist  was  in  practice  was  altogether  opposed  to  the 
law  and  rulings  of  the  Board. 

Ultimately  it  was  decided  to  refuse  the  licenses  to  Cohen  &  Davy  and 
McGlynn,  and  to  send  them  copies  of  the  Poisons  Act. 

Mr.  Bellemey  wanted  the  Board  to  send  explanations  in  terms  of 
Sec.  7  to  applicants,  but  this  was  overruled. 

A  doctor’s  certificate. 

Dr.  Dalton,  of  Picton,  M.  R.  C.  S.,  Eng.,  and  Licentiate  of  the 
Apothecaries,  Lond.,  asked  for  a  refund  of  ;;^2  for  two  poisons  certificates, 
and  was  refused  on  the  ground  that  medical  men  must  pay  a  yearly  fee  for 
a  poisons  license. 

A  discussion  arose  as  to  his  eligibility  to  receive  a  poisons  certificate 
as  a  chemist  and  druggist  on  his  L.A.  diploma. 

Mr.  Bellemey  pointed  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  that  the 
L.A.  diploma  was  the  equivalent  of  the  English  minor  certificate,  and  as 
this  is  not  sufficient  to  entitle  the  holder  to  registration  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  and  druggist,  the  matter  dropped. 

The  Secretary  was  ordered  to  reply  that  the  annual  fee  must  be  paid. 

The  meeting  then  closed.

“Your  sub-Committee  report  that  in  view  of  the  new  Pharmacy  Bill 
being  brought  before  Parliament  during  this  session,  they  do  not  deem  it 
advisable  that  any  action  should  be  taken  with  reference  to  the  enlargement 
of  the  present  laboratory  space  until  after  the  Bill  has  passed.  But,  in  the 
meantime,  they  consider  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  have  a  suitable 
case  made  for  the  purpose  of  properly  exhibiting  Materia  Medica  specimens, 
and  that  the  sub-Committee  should  be  empowered  to  have  such  a  case 
made,  and  that  suitable  specimens  should  be  selected.  They  further 
consider  it  necessary  that  proper  diagrams  of  botanical  specimens  should 
be  procured,  as  well  as  dried  specimens  of  medicinal  plants,  and  that  Mr. 
J  H.  Maiden,  Director  of  the  Botanical  Gardens,  be  consulted  as  to  the 
best  means  of  procuring  some.” 

Mr.  Bellemey  proposed,  and  Mr.  Withers  seconded,  that  the  report  be 
adopted.  Carried.

Dr.  Maurice  O’Connor,  physician  to  the  late  Sir  Henry  Parkes, 
and  medical  officer  at  Darlinghurst  gaol,  retires  from  his  position  at  the 
gaol  to  take  up  the  appointment  of  medical  officer  at  the  public  institution, 
Parramatta,  at  a  salary  of  year. 

Mr.  Sergmark,  of  Goulburn,  was  again  the  recipient  of  a  visit  from 
burglars  on  April  25th.  An  unusual  noise  in  the  dispensary  awoke  him, 
.and  he  was  just  in  time  to  see  a  man  making  his  exit  through  the  window. 

.  Mr.  Bergmark  fired  a  revolver,  but  did  not  hit  the  object  of  his  aim. 

The  Third  Annual  Ball  of  the  N.S.W.  Chemists’  Association, 
to  be  held  on  July  8th,  in  the  Paddington  Town  Hall,  promises  to  be  even 
more  successful  than  the  previous  ones.  All  preliminary  arrangements 
have  been  completed,  and  the  committee  anticipate  a  large  muster  of 
master  chemists  at  their  annual  merry  making. 

Suicide  of  a  Medical  Man. — On  Saturday  night,  April  i8th, 
Dr.  Cook,  of  Scone,  was  found  dead  in  bed.  The  unfortunate  gentleman 
had  apparently  stabbed  himself  through  the  heart  with  an  amputating 
knife.  Dr.  Cook  was  a  graduate  of  Melbourne  University,  and  only  29 
years  of  age.  He  was  a  nephew  of  Mr.  Thomas  Cook,  of  Turanville. 

Sir  J.  Bosisto,  the  well-known  manufacturer  of  Eucalyptus  Oil, 
according  to  the  Sydney  Bulletin^  has  a  lease  of  about  ten  square  miles  of 
the  Mallee.  The  scrub  is  a  dwarf  species  of  Eucalyptus,  from  which  Sir 
Joseph  extracts  the  oil  for  local  use  and  for  export.  The  industry  is  a 
large  one,  the  monthly  cheque  for  wages  alone  running  into  several 
hundreds  of  pounds. 

Mr.  F.  Pitney  Martin,  who  has  severed  his  connection  with  Mr. 
H.  B.  Sleeman,  of  London,  intends  joining,  on  the  ist  June,  a  Sydney  firm 
of  high  standing  and  repute.  Mr.  Martin  will  work  the  direct  agency  of 
two  of  the  larger  English  manufacturing  firms  of  druggists’  sundries  and 
drugs,  and  hopes  to  make  arrangements  to  hold  a  sufficient  stock  always  on 
hand  to  meet  the  requirements  of  his  indentors. 

The  Universal  Drug  Company. — This  firm,  which  carried 
on  business  in  Hunter-street,  had  an  auction  sale  of  everything  on  the 
premises  on  April  15th.  The  Jews  seemed  to  have  bought  most  of  the 
items.  Very  few  people  who  understood  anything  about  chemists’  goods 
were  present  at  the  sale,  but  some  good  bargains  were  made,  some  of  the 
goods  going  for  a  “mere  song  ”  in  comparison  to  their  value.  Mr.  Jones, 
the  proprietor  of  the  establishment,  has  closed  the  business,  and  intends 
starting  for  England  at  once. 
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WIr.  Foot,  of  Dubbo,  we  hear,  has  succeeded  to  a  considerable 
^-fortune  through  the  death  of  a  relative  ;  the  amount  is  said  to  be  something 
near  ;^2o,ooo.  We  beg  to  offer  our  sincere  congratulations  to  Mr.  Foot, 
and  wish  him  long  life  to  enjoy  his  legacy. 

Messrs.  Willows  &  ciapham,  whose  entry  into  partnership 
with  one  another,  we  announced  in  our  last  issue,  have  had  their  premises 
renovated  both  inside  and  out.  The  interior  has  been  tastefully  decorated 
in  white  and  gold,  which  has  so  altered  the  appearance  of  the  shop  that 
our  readers  who  knew  it  in  the  old  days  would  scarcely  recognise  it  for  the 
same  place. 

Burglary. — Mr.  Hobbs,  of  Newtown,  was  the  victim  of  some 
robbers  on  April  23rd,  to  the  amount  of  25s.  After  poisoning  the  watch¬ 
dog,  the  thieves  made  an  entrance  through  the  dining-room  window.  After 
searching  the  lower  part  of  the  house,  and  generally  turning  things  upside 
down,  they  decamped.  Mr.  Hobbs  heard  steps,  but  thought  a  gentleman 
who  is  stopping  at  the  house  was  moving  about. 

The  Government  ilnalyst  is  at  present  engaged  at  the  instance 
of  the  Board  of  Health  in  inquiring  into  the  composition  of  certain 
proprietory  medicines  with  a  view  to  some  restriction  being  placed  upon 
the  sale  of  those  that  are  found  to  contain  noxious  ingredients  in  dangerous 
quantities.  He  has  also  under  his  attention  commodities  such  as  beer, 
'fruit  syrups,  milk,  meat,  and  sausages,  said  to  contain  large  quantities  of 
antiseptics  which  are  added  to  prevent  fermentation. 

Cheap  Tea. — A  man  named  John  Sullivan  called  at  the  Redfern 
Police  Station  on  April  7th,  wishing  to  be  taken  to  the  Prince  Alfred 
Hospital.  He  stated  he  had  taken  a  cup  of  tea  made  from  a  cheap 
quality,  and  was  attacked  with  severe  pains  and  vomiting.  While  at  the 
station  he  had  another  attack,  and  was  conveyed  to  the  hospital,  where  he 
died  next  day.  The  post  mortem  revealed  that  death  was  due  to  severe 
gastritis,  but  whether  arising  from  the  tea  sufficient  evidence  was  not 
adduced  to  say. 

Messrs.  Marshall  Bros.,  Pitt  and  Park-streets,  have  a  novel 
window  attraction  consisting  of  a  retort  connected  by  tubes  into  four 
bottles  of  coloured  water,  the  retort  by  some  mysterous  means  is  seen 
generating  bubbles  which  apparently  travel  from  one  bottle  to  the  other  and 
back  again.  This  is  a  great  source  of  wonder  to  the  public,  and  affords  no 
end  of  speculation  as  to  how  the  gas  is  generated  ;  it  would  be  interesting 
to  know  if  some  of  our  fellow-pharmacists  or  students  for  examination  could 
elucidate  the  problem.  We  should  be  glad  to  receive  replies. 

Peat  Wool  as  a  Surgical  Dressing. — This  claims  to  be  a 
very  effective  dressing,  possessing  inherent  antiseptic  properties,  besides 
being  very  absorbent,  and,  at  the  same  time,  inexpensive.  It  has  been 
adopted  in  the  war  department  of  the  French  Government  Service,  and  is 
spoken  well  of  by  many  English  and  continental  surgeons.  In  appearance 
it  is  of  a  chocolate  brown  colour,  soft  and  elastic,  absorbing  all  discharges 
ireadily  without  apparent  change,  much  like  a  sponge.  As  a  pad  it  answers 
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the  purpose  admirably,  and  its  use  has  been  extended  to  the  manufacture 
of  accouchement  sheets,  basinette  blankets,  and  hygienic  towelettes  for 
ladies.  Not  only  those,  but  other  uses  have  been  found  for  this  peat 
production.  A  coarser  kind  is  used  for  veterinary  purposes,  and  two  kinds 
of  powder  for  use  as  general  disinfectants.  No  doubt  it  will  be  found  of 
great  value,  and  in  many  respects  replace  cotton  wool. 

The  Legality  of  Using  Salicylic  Acid  as  a  Preservative. 

From  a  pamphlet  forwarded  by  Messrs.  Elliott  Bros.,  it  is  satisfactory  to 
find,  in  view  of  the  difference  of  opinion  about  anti-fermentine,  and  the 
evidence  lately  given  in  our  police  courts  about  salicylic  acid  added  to 
colonial  wines,  that  in  France,  Germany  and  England  the  courts  have  decided 
that  there  is  nothing  illegal  or  contrary  to  the  public  interest  in  the  use  of  this 
preservative.  Further,  Professor  Denuce,  of  Bordeaux,  has  certified  that 
l^he  moderate  salicylation  of  wine  may  be  adopted  in  the  interest  of  the 
consumer. 

^^The  Feeding  and  Management  of  Australian  Infants,’’ 

by  Dr.  Muskett,  of  Elizabeth-street,  Sydney,  is  now  in  its  fourth  edition, 
published  by  Eyre  &  Spottiswoode.  This  is  a  book  which  was  heartily 
commended  in  the  Sydney  papers  on  its  first  appearance,  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  know  that,  while  the  author  has  diligently  kept  his  book  up  to  the  state 
of  medical  knowledge,  the  public  and  the  profession  have  recognised  the 
merit  of  the  work  The  present  edition  is  no  mere  revision,  but  a 
substantial  recasting  of  the  material,  with  the  addition  of  new  recipes  and 
and  two  chapters,  one  dealing  with  the  advantages  of  mountain  air  for 
ailing  children. 

Fictitsous  Vinegar. — In  the  summons  division  of  the  Water 
Police  Court,  on  May  7th,  before  Captain  Fisher,  S.M.,  Inspector  Lenthall 
proceeded  against  M.  F.  Biggs,  of  176  Crown-street,  for  selling  vinegar 
which  was  not  of  the  substance  or  quality  demanded.  The  police  purchased 
a  bottle  labelled  vinegar  from  a  grocer  who  had  obtained  it  from  the 
defendant,  and  on  its  contents  being  analysed  by  the  Government  Analyst, 
it  was  pronounced  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Mr.  Hamlet  found  it  to 
be  a  reddish-brown  liquid  containing  water,  acetic  acid,  oil  of  vitriol,  and 
burnt  sugar,  the  whole  a  fictitious  mixture  to  represent  vinegar.  Defendant 
was  fined  ^5,  and  £1  los.  qd.  costs. 

Medicinal  Plants. — Now  that  a  change  is  being  made  in  the 
regime  at  the  Botanical  Gardens,  the  present  moment  is  favourable  to 
bring  before  the  authorities  the  necessity  of  having  a  department  in  the 
gardens  devoted  to  the  collection  of  medicinal  plants  of  all  kinds,  whether 
grown  under  cover  or  in  the  open.  Medical  and  pharmaceutical  students 
in  this  colony  labour  under  great  disadvantages  in  the  acquirement  of  a 
knowledge  of  plants  from  which  medicines  are  obtained,  having  to  rely 
upon  diagrams  and  dried  specimens  for  their  information,  which  are,  at 
the  best,  very  inadequate  for  their  requirements.  It  is  essentially  necessary 
for  the  student  to  have  a  practical  knowledge  of  various  plants,  shrubs,  and 
herbs  from  which  he  derives  his  drugs  ;  and  we  contend  it  is  the  duty  of 
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the  Government  (^who  have  established  a  curriculum  of  which  the  study  of 
Botany,  as  applied  to  medicine,  forms  a  part)  to  provide  suitable  means 
for  students  to  study  this  branch  of  education.  We  venture  to  hope  that 
the  new  curator  will  do  his  best  to  further  the  object  of  this  article,  viz.,  to 
lay  out  a  portion  of  his  domain  on  the  line  of  the  Regent  Park  Gardens, 
and  those  of  the  Apothecaries  Society  at  Chelsea,  London. 

The  Linnean  Society  of  N.S.W. — The  adjourned  annual 
meeting,  a  special  general  meeting,  and  the  usual  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Society  were  held  at  Ithaca-road,  Elizabeth  Bay,  on  Wednesday,  April  29th, 
1896.  The  President  (Henry  Deane,  Esq.)  was  in  the  chair.  After  the 
business  of  the  two  former  meetings  had  been  disposed  of,  the  following 
papers  were  read: — (i)  Theoretical  Explanations  of  the  Distribution  of 
Southern  Faunas,  by  Captain  F.  W.  Hutton,  F.R.S.,  hon.  member; 
(2)  Report  on  a  Bone  Breccia  Deposit  near  the  Wombeyan  Caves,  New 
South  Wales,  with  Descriptions  of  some  new  Species  of  Marsupials,  by 
R.  Broom,  M.D.,  B.Sc. ;  (3)  The  Entomology  of  Australian  Grass  Trees 
( Xanthorrhoea)^  by  W.  W.  Froggatt  ;  (4)  On  the  Galaxias  from  Mount 
Kosciusko,  by  J.  D.  Ogilby  (Communicated  by  C.  Hedley,  F.L.S.). 

The  Directorship  of  the  Botanical  Gardens. — Mr.  Charles 
Moore,  the  director  of  the  Botanic  Gardens,  is  to  retire,  and  his  place  will 
be  taken  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Maiden,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Technical  College. 
Mr.  Maiden  is  a  man  of  [the  highest  attainments,  and  he  has  been 
recommended,  and  in  his  appointment  the  Civil  Service  Board  has  had  the 
advice  of  the  highest  scientific  authorities  in  the  colony.  Besides  being 
the  Director  of  the  Botanical  Gardens,  and  the  Botanist  to  the  Government, 
Mr.  Maiden  will  have  the  supervision  of  the  Museum,  and  his  services  will 
still  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Agricultural  and  other  departments  with  which 
he  has  hitherto  been  connected.  Arrangements  are  being  perfected  towards 
obtaining  an  officer  to  take  up  the  work  of  Mr.  Maiden  at  the  Technical 
College.  Mr.  Moore’s  long  and  faithful  services  are  spoken  of  by  the 
Board  in  terms  of  the  highest  commendation,  and  they  recognise  that  he  is 
entitled  to  his  well-earned  rest  and  his  pension. 

Wr.  Charles  HJioore,  Director  of  the  Botanic  Gardens,  whose 
retirement  has  been  decided  upon  by  the  Public  Service  Board,  will 
relinquish  most  reluctantly  the  charge  which  he  has  had  for  so  long  of  the 
Botanic  Gardens,  the  Centennial  Park,  and  other  public  reserves.  Some 
years  since  Mr.  Moore  gave  a  series  of  lectures  on  botany  ;  but  the  subject 
Being  taken  up  by  the  University,  he  relinquished  his  labours  in  that  regard. 
Amongst  the  trees  which  Mr.  Moore  was  instrumental  in  introducing  to  the 
colony  are  the  Jackaranda,  the  pepper  tree,  and  the  gorgeous  Hibiscus. 
During  the  last  eight  or  ten  years  there  have  been  distributed,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Moore,  to  various  public  establishments  throughout  the 
•colony,  between  35,000  and  40,000  trees  and  shrubs.  At  the  Gardens 
Mr.  Moore  has  experimented  with  several  varieties  of  the  cinnamon  tree, 
•with  allspice,  and  with  tea  and  coffee,  but  whilst  they  all  grow  fairly  well, 
be  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  climate  of  the  metropolis,  at  any 
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rate,  is  not  suitable  for  them  to  become  of  any  commercial  value.  Mr.. 
Moore  was  one  of  the  representatives  of  the  colony  at  the  Paris  Exhibition 
in  1867,  and  he  also  went  in  a  representative  capacity  to  a  meeting  of 
botanists  which  was  held  in  Florence  in  1874.  He  sent  collections  of  plants 
to  the  Melbourne,  Adelaide,  and  Chicago  Exhibitions,  and  also  arranged, 
the  collection  which  was  displayed  at  the  Sydney  Exposition. 

Death  of  a  Chemist  from  fHorphia. — John  Walter  Betts, 
age  49,  died  at  Prince  Alfred  Hospital  on  Saturday,  May  2nd,  where  he 
had  been  taken  some  two  hours  before.  The  cause  of  death  was  an  over¬ 
dose  of  morphia.  It  appears  deceased  was  managing  the  branch  shop  for 
Messrs.  Marshall  Bros.,  at  97  Regent-street,  Redfern,  where  he  resided: 
with  his  wife.  Deceased  was  thrown  from  a  vehicle  a  few  weeks  ago,  and! 
of  late  showed  signs  of  wandering  in  his  mind.  On  Friday  evening,  when 
going  to  bed,  his  wife  noticed  he  was  very  strange,  and  the  following, 
morning,  as  he  was  no  better,  she  determined  to  watch  his  movements  as 
much  as  possible.  However,  about  dinner  time,  he  showed  signs  of  having, 
taken  poison.  Dr.  Gwynne  Hughes  w'as  called  in,  and  at  once  ordered  his 
removal  to  the  hospital,  where  he  was  admitted  by  Dr.  Dick,  but  the 
remedies  used  were  of  no  effect,  and  he  died  as  stated  above.  Evidence 
was  given  to  the  effect  that  the  deceased  had  been  heard  to  say  that  he 
took  draughts  to  produce  sleep. 

Bacteria  and  the  Bible. — One  of  the  latest  consequences  in 
connection  with  the  germ  theory  is  the  refusal  of  one  of  our  medical  men 
(Dr.  Geo.  H.  MacSwinney,  of  Petersham)  to  kiss  the  Bible  provided  for 
the  use  of  witnesses  by  the  officials  of  one  of  our  law  courts.  The  Judge 
and  the  Doctor  had  a  short  passage  at  arms,  in  course  of  which  the  Judge 
asked  the  Doctor  if  it  was  a  religious  scruple  that  dictated  his  request.. 
The  Doctor  replied  that  it  was  not,  but  that  he  objected  to  kiss  a  Bible 
that  had  been  submitted  to  such  a  process  hundreds  or  more  times,  and. 
perhaps  by  diseased  persons,  who  would  as  a  matter  of  course  leave  germs, 
which  he  did  not  wish  to  run  the  risk  of  appropriating.  The  Judge 
remarked  that  he  thought  this  was  a  fad.  The  Doctor  replied  that  it  was 
no  fad,  but  a  position  taken  up  as  a  medical  man  against  this  pernicioug, 
practice,  and  as  an  outcome  of  a  resolution  of  the  medicos  in  conclave 
assembled  in  England.  He  further  remarked  that  science  had  developed, 
and  doctors  knew  more  now  about  “germs’’  than  formerly.  The  Judge 
told  the  lawyer  if  he  wished  for  Dr.  MacSwinney’s  evidence  to  go  and  buy 
a  new  Bible,  which  he  did.  In  future,  witnesses  will  probably 
be  asked  to  bring  their  own  Bibles,  for  there  is  no  knowing  where  the 
matter  may  end  if  John  Jones,  Bill  Smith,  Paddy  Murphy,  and  Jemima 
Jenkins  take  the  same  exception  to  the  court  Bible  as  the  Doctor  did. 

The  Poisons  Act  in  Mew  South  Wales. — Thus  the 
Anstialasian  foiu nal  of  P/iarjnacy : — ‘  Quite  suggestive  of  the  comical  is  . 
the  report  that  Dr.  Finselbach,  of  Murwillumbah,  Tweed  River,  was  lately 
hauled  up  to  the  Lismore  justice  seat  on  a  charge  of  selling  poison  without 
a  license,  and  on  the  strength  of  the  production  of  a  bottle  of  liquid,  and 
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the  opinion  of  an  enlightened  ‘  mimber  o’  the  foorce  ’  that  same  consisted 
of  arsenic,  the  presiding  Solon  promptly  inflicted  a  penalty  of  £io,  with 
something  over  by  way  of  costs.  As  a  kind  of  postscript  to  this  item,  it 
may  be  added — and  postscripts  have  an  old-time  reputation  for  containing 
the  gist  of  the  matter — the  bottle,  with,  it  is  presumed,  its  liquid  contents, 
has  been  now  handed  over  to  the  Government  Analyst,  who  will  hold  a 
post-mortem  examination  on  the  convicted  medico’s  reputation.  If  the 
doctor’s  denial  that  the  stuff  was  arsenic  be  confirmed,  possibly  a  refund  of 
the  fine  may  be  obtained  from  the  Government,  if  the  doctor  has  political 
influence,  and  is  long-lived  and  persevering.  The  thoroughness  and 
promptitude  which  characterised  this  conviction  is  refreshing  in  times  v/hen 
the  law's  delay  has  become  confirmed  in  its  old  bad  habits,  and  it  may  be 
commended  to  the  notice  of  Victorians,  who  deal  with  such  like  matters 
from  an  altogether  different  standpoint.  In  Victoria  they  do  not  convict  a 
man  on  the  opinion  of  even  a  real  live  constable  as  to  the  constituents  of  a 
bottle.  They  go  in  quite  the  opposite  direction.  The  prosecuting  official 
of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  the  Government  Analyst,  and  the  person  effecting 
the  purchase  all  have  to  be  marshalled  forth  to  give  the  defence  no  legal 
loophole  of  escape,  and  when  all  this  has  been  done  at  a  very  considerable 
expense,  the  presiding  justice  (the  local  butcher)  rubs  his  wise  head 
against  that  of  his  brother  judge  (the  local  baker),  and,  with  a  wink  at  the 
defendant  (the  local  grocer),  they  regret  the  mudheadedness  of  the 
Legislature  in  having  endeavoured  to  place  obstacles  in  the  way  of  people 
having  shuffling-off  proclivities,  and  inflict  a  penalty  of  one  shilling, 
with  about  as  much  costs  as  pay  for  a  cheap  lunch  for  the  prosecutor’s 
witnesses.  The  Poisons  Act,  if  this  report  be  taken  as  a  sample  of  the 
ordinary  article,  has  got  a  soft  thing  on  in  New  South  Wales,  and  a  man 
with  Victorian  experience  of  similar  prosecutions  looketh  across  the  Murray 
with  a  bad  pain  of  envy  rankling  in  his  bosom.  ’ 

N.S.W.  CHEMISTS’  ASSISTANTS’  ASSOCIATION. 

A  REGULAR  general  meeting  of  the  above  Association  was  held  at  the 
rooms,  335A.  George-street,  on  Wednesday,  13th  inst.  Mr.  H.  E.  Law¬ 
rence,  Vice-President,  in  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

The  Hon.  Treasurer  submitted  a  report  on  the  recent  smoke  concert. 
On  the  motion  of  Mr.  V.  S.  McManus,  the  same  was  adopted  unanimously. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Green,  pharmaceutical  chemist  of  Warren  and  Coonamble, 
was  unanimously  elected  a  member  of  the  Association  amidst  much 
enthusiasm,  and  Mr.  A.  Rogers  notified  the  meeting  that  Mr.  Green  had 
generously  donated  a  trophy  to  the  Cricket  Club  in  connection  with  the 
Association.

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ADDITIONS  TO  THE  LIST  OF  POISONS. 

( Extract  from  the  Oovernment  Gazette.) 

New  South  Wales,  )  Proclammation  by  his  Excellency  The 
to  wit.  J  Right  Honourable  Henry  Robert, 

(l.s.)  Viscount  Hampden,  Governor  and 

Hampden,  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Colony  of 

GoverfWf.  New  South  Wales  and  its  Dependencies. 

WHEREAS  it  is  considered  expedient  that  the  undermentioned 
substances  should  be  declared  Poisons  within  the  meaning  of 
the  ‘‘  Sale  and  Use  of  Poisons  Act,  1876,”  and  be  placed  under  the 
same  restrictions  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  use  of  poisons  as  sub¬ 
stances  mentioned  in  the  first  and  second  parts  ot  Schedule  A  of  the 
Act  :  Now,  therefore,  I,  the  Governor  aforesaid,  with  the  advice  of 
the  Executive  Council,  and  by  virtue  and  in  exercise  of  the  powers 
conferred  by  the  said  Act,  do  hereby  declare  that  from  the  date  here¬ 
of  the  said  substances  shall  be  deemed  to  be  Poisons  within  the 
meaning  of  the  said  Act,  and  be  added  to  the  list  of  poisons  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  first  and  second  parts  of  Schedule  A  of  the  said  Act, 
and  poisons  proclaimed  in  the  Gazettes  No.  301  of  8th  May,  1893, 
and  No.  363  of  30th  May,  1893. 

Given  under  my  Hand  and  Seal,  at  Government  House,  Sydney, 
this  eighteenth  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-six,  and  in  the  fifty-ninth 

year  of  Her  Majesty’s  Reign. 

By  His  Excellency’s  Command,

VICTORIA. 


Castlemaine  Police  Court.— Friday,  April  17th  (before  Messrs. 
Anderson,  P.M.,  and  Hughes,  J.P.)— E.  D.  Williams  was  charged 
under  the  Poisons  Act  with  selling  a  poison,  not  being  a  qualified 
medical  practitioner  or  the  holder  of  a  certificate  entitling  him  to 
sell  poison.  Mr.  Shillinglaw,  who  prosecuted,  stated  he  had  warned 
the  importers  some  years  ago  about  the  sale  of  the  article  in  question, 
but  in  disregard  of  this  vendors  had  openly  sold  Toxa,  though  it  was 
labelled  deadly  poison.  Mr.  Best,  who  appeared  for  the  defendant, 
pleaded  guilty.  His  client  had  erred  in  ignorance,  not  knowing  he 
offended  in  selling  Toxa  for  destroying  rabbits.  His  client  had  not 
seen  any  paragraphs  in  the  papers  referring  to  the  sale  of  Toxa,  or 
heard  of  prosecutions  under  the  Act.  As  soon  as  he  learned  of  his 
liability  he  packed  up  what  he  had  in  stock,  and  returned  it.  Mr. 
C.  R.  Blackett,  Government  Analyst,  gave  evidence  as  to  the  nature 
of  the  poison  sold.  Mr.  Anderson  said  a  small  penalty  would  meet 
the  case  ;  Mr.  Williams  had  erred  in  ignorance,  and  he  fined  him  /,i,, 
with  £2  gs.  6d.  costs.  In  a  similar  case,  Mr.  Shillinglaw  proceeded 
against  W.  Wilson,  who  pleaded  guilty.  He  said  that  he  sold  the 
Toxa  openly  for  three  years,  and  did  not  think  he  was  doing  wrong.. 
Mr.  Anderson  told  the  defendant  that  he  was  presumed  to  know  the 
law.  He  was  also  fined  ^i,  with  £2  9s.  6d.  costs. 

At  the  Maldon  Police  Court  on  the  30th  April,  before  Messrs. 
Anderson,  P.M.,  and  Grey,  President  of  the  Shire  Council,  Dave 
Davidson  and  Pollock,  members  of  the  Shire  Council,  J.’s  P.,  Walter 
Thomas  Rollason,  Secretary  to  the  Malden  Shire,  was  charged  on 
the  information  ol  Harry  W.  Shillinglaw  with  selling  on  the  5th 
March  an  admixture  of  strychnine  known  as  Toxa  rabbit  poison, 
without  being  duly  qualified  as  required  by  Section  4  of  the  Poison 
Act.  Mr.  Merrifield  appeared  for  the  defendant,  and  pleaded  not 
guilty.  Mr.  Shillinglaw  stated  that  this  case  differed  somewhat  from 
recent  prosecutions,  as  the  defendant  was  Secretary  ol  the  Shire,  and 
not  carrying  on  a  business.  In  order  that  the  Shires  might  be  made 
aware  of  their  liability  a  letter  had  been  forwarded  to  the  Shires 
throughout  the  Colony  of  Victoria.  The  letter,  which  was  as  follows, 
was  put  in  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria,  Melbourne,  February 
24th,  1892.  Sir, — I  am,  by  direction  of  the  Board,  to  point  out  to 
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3^ou  that  the  sale  of  strychnine,  arsenic,  and  other  poisons  by  you  is 
an  infringment  of  the  “  Poisons  Act  i8go,’  for  which  you  are  liable  to 
prosecution.  While  the  Board  is  desirous  of  giving  the  facility  for 
the  distribution  of  poisons  for  the  destruction  of  vermin  in  a  legal 
manner,  it  cannot,  in  the  interest  of  and  for  the  safety  of  the  public, 
permit  the  evasion  of  the  Act,  I  have  the  honour  to  be,  your  obedient 
servant,  Harry  Shillinglaw,  Registrar.”  Notwithstanding  this 
caution,  poisons  of  a  most  dangerous  character  were  being  sold 
without  the  slightest  restriction,  and  the  Board,  as  administrators  of 
the  Act,  acting  for  the  protection,  and  in  the  interest,  of  the  public, 
were  compelled  to  institute  these  proceedings. 

Joseph  Lowry  deposed  that  he  was  a  salaried  officer  employed  by 
the  Pharmacy  Board,  and  he  remembered  having  visited  Maldon  on 
5th  March  last.  He  called  at  the  Shire  Hall,  and  went  into  the 
main  building,  where  he  saw  a  gentleman,  who,  he  was  informed, 
w^as  the  Shire  Secretary.  He  asked  for  a  tin  of  Toxa,  and  was  told 
to  go  round  to  the  back  and  see  a  man  named  Charles  Brown,  who 
supplied  him  with  a  tin  of  Toxa  (produced).  Brown  asked  him  to 
sign  a  form  when  he  came  back  into  the  passage,  which  he  did.  He 
paid  2S.  for  the  article,  which  was  labelled  “  deadly  poison.”  Lie 
kept  it  in  his  possession  until  he  handed  it  to  Mr.  Blackett  for 
analysis  and  received  it  back  from  him.  To  Mr.  Merrifield — He 
would  not  swear  he  had  seen  Rollason  before  that  da}^  Mr.  C.  R. 
Blackett,  Government  Analyst,  said  he  received  the  tin  of  Toxa 
from  the  last  witness,  which  he  examined,  and  found  it  contained 
strychnine  and  apple  pulp,  the  former  being  a  poison  in  the  Schedule 
to  the  Poisons  Act.  Two  small  teaspoonfuls  would  be  fatal  to 
human  life.  He  did  not  know  if  it  was  a  patent. 

For  the  defence,  Mr.  Merrifield  called  Walter  Thomas  Rollason, 
who  said  he  was  the  defendant  in  the  case,  and  the  Shire  Secretary. 
He  had  lived  in  the  District  for  twenty-five  years,  and  had  never  be¬ 
fore  coming  into  the  court  seen  the  witness  Lowry.  On  5th  March 
there  was  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  he  was  engaged  the 
greater  part  of  the  day  To  Mr.  Shillinglaw — He  never  sold  Toxa  to 
any  person  on  that  date,  or  authorised  any  one  to  do  so.  If  anyone 
had  asked  for  him  he  would  have  been  accessible.  The  Police 
Magistrate  said  the  Bench  were  not  satisfied  with  the  evidence 
adduced,  and  dismissed  the  case,  with  £2  2S.  costs  against  the  infor¬ 
mant.  He  also  desired  to  state  that  the  President  and  members  of 
Shire  Council,  who  were  on  the  Bench,  had  taken  no  part  in  the  case. 
Mr.  Gray,  the  president  of  the  Shire,  stated  that  although  occupying 
a  seat  on  the  Bench,  he  had  taken  no  part  in  the  decision  arrived  at. 
The  alleged  sale  of  the  poison  referred  to  was  entirely  a  private 
matter  of  Mr.  Rollason’s  with  which  the  Shire  Council  had  nothing 
to  do. 

Manslaughter — Davis,  “  Cancer  Specialist.” — Jos.  Alfred 
Davis,  described  as  a  “  Cancer  Specialist,”  was  re-presented — the 
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jury  before  whom  the  accused  was  similarly  charged  having  failed  to 
agree— at  the  April  Melbourne  Criminal  Sessions  on  a  charge  of  the 
manslaughter  of  Mrs.  Cartherine  Currie.  The  deceased  had  suffered 
from  a  cancerous  growth  in  the  stomach,  and  had  been  induced  to 
consult  the  accused,  who  styled  himself  “  Professor”  Davis,  and  who 
applied  plasters  to  the  stomach  which  ate  into  the  flesh  and  caused 
septic  peritonitis,  the  immediate  cause  of  death.  At  the  first  trial 
■the  prisoner  had  been  allowed  to  call  evidence  showing  that  he  had 
been  successful  in  various  cases  of  alleged  cancer,  but  such  testimony 
was  rejected  by  Mr.  Justice  Hood  as  irrevelant.  The  jury  returned 
a  verdict  of  guilty.  Davis  was  then  presented  on  a  similar  charge, 
the  victim  being  a  Mrs.  Judd,  who  had  also  been  affected  with 
-cancer.  The  prisoner  applied  to  deceased’s  side  an  arsenious  plaster? 
which  was  kept  on  for  about  thirteen  weeks,  when  the  plaster  had 
■eaten  away  the  whole  of  the  flesh  over  the  ribs,  and  the  ribs  had 
been  affected  and  were  putrifying.  The  prisoner  was  found  guilty.  In 
passing  sentence,  Mr.  Justice  Hood  referred  to  the  prisoner  as  a  man 
of  “  inconceivable  ignorance,”  and  “  without  the  slightest  knowledge 
of  human  anatomy.”  Davis  was  sentenced  to  six  months’  hard 
labour  on  each  charge,  the  sentences  to  be  concurrent.

QUEENSLAND. 


Rockhampton  Friendly  Societies. — The  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
General  Committee  of  the  Rockhampton  District  Associated  Friendly 
Societies’  medical  institute  was  held  in  Mr.  W.  H.  Stenlake’s  roomiS  on 
Monday,  20th  April.  Mr.  T.  Birth  (President),  was  in  the  chair,  and  there 
were  eighteen  delegates  present.  The  report  of  the  Coiumittee  of  Manage 
ment  stated  that  the  institute  had  made  good  progress  during  the  quarter 
ended  31st  March,  and  that  the  number  of  members  on  the  roll  was  1193, 
being  an  increase  of  64  for  the  quarter.  The  report  also  showed  that  the 
receipts  exceed  the  expenditure  by  ;^54  4d.,  and  that  the  balance  at  credit 
was  8s.  8d.  {£200  deposited  in  the  Government  Savings  Bank,  and 

^,^170  8s.  8d.  at  current  account).  The  number  of  visits  attended  by  Dr. 
Parry,  medical  officer,  had  been  1972,  the  average  being  twenty-one 
per  day  (eleven  members’  housed  and  ten  at  the  doctor’s  residence),  a 
decrease  of  eight  per  day  on  December  quarter.  In  the  course  of  the 
quarter,  all  the  lodges  connected  with  the  institute  had  agreed  to  the 
opening  of  a  dispensary,  and  applications  for  the  position  of  dispenser  had 
been  advertised  for  in  the  Rockhampton,  Brisbane,  and  Sydney  papers,  in- 
answer  to  which  seventeen  applications  had  been  received.  Four  were 
found  to  be  informal,  and  after  careful  consideration  of  the  other.*:,  Mr.  T. 
P.  J.  Gordon  (dispenser  to  the  Rockhampton  Hospital)  was  elected  to  the 
position.  The  selection  of  a  suitable  place  for  a  dispensary  and  residence 
was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Management  Committee,  'i  he  levy  was  struck- 
for  the  quarter,  namely,  4s.  per  member. 

Trade  Notes  and  Personal. — The  death  is  announced  of  Mr.  J.  G. 
Atkinson  ol  Townsville.  Mr.  Atkinson,  although  a  comparatively  young 
man,  has  been  in  failing  health  for  some  time  past,  and  his  death  was  not 
altogether  unexpected.  Mr.  Atkinson  carried  on  business  successfully  for 
a  number  of  years  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Powell,  and,  subsequently,  om 
his  own  account.  The  deceased  gentleman  was  in  his  44th  year,  and 
leaves  a  widow  and  two  children.

SOUTH  AUSTRALIA. 

The  late  Mr.  Grundy. — Mr.  F.  E.  Grundy,  after  an  illness  of  some 
few  months,  has  succumbed  to  the  disease  which  latterly  had  rapidly 
increased  in  intensity.  Members  of  the  Board  who  visited  him  a  few  days 
before  his  death  found  him  suffering  greatly  from  various  complications, 
dropsical  symtoms  predominating,  and  on  April  25th  he  passed  away. 
Mr.  Grundy,  as  second  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  first, 
of  the  Board,  had  worked  long  and  usefully  in  the  interests  of  Pharmacy 
in  South  Australia.  The  passing  of  the  Act  occurred  during  his  presidency 
of  the  Society,  and  together  with  the  other  members  of  the  Council  he 
spent  much  time  and  trouble  in  endeavouring  to  get  the  best  possible 
legislation  under  the  circumstances.  While  leaning  towards  conversation 
he  was  never  against  any  really  forward  movement,  but  was  always  open  tO’ 
conviction.  As  Chairman  he  was  especially  happy,  his  experience  in  that 
capacity  being  very  considerable,  and  the  Board  will  long  remember  witE 
appreciation  the  cordial  relation  that  existed  between  the  chair  and 
speakers.  His  business  career  in  South  Australia  has  been  a  long  and 
chequered  one.  Coming  here  as  a  youth  (some  forty-five  years  ago)  he 
entered  into  business  at  Gawler,  afterwards  he  was  for  a  long  time  with 
Messrs.  Main  and  Geyer ;  having  the  management  of  the  business  part  of 
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the  period.  A  few  years  ago  he  commenced  business  on  his  own  account 
in  King  William-street,  but  ultimately  the  venture  was  not  a  success,  and 
doubtless  the  worry  had  something  to  do  with  his  final  illness.  He  was 
buried  in  West  Terrace  Cemetery,  several  members  of  the  Society,  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  trade,  and  all  the  members  of  the  Board  and  Council 
being  present.  Mr.  Grundy  leaves  a  widow,  a  son,  and  three  daughters — 
Mrs.  V.  F.  Smith,  Mrs.  Duffield,  and  Miss  Grundy. 

Society  Work.  — It  is  a  matter  for  sincere  congratulation  that  the 
good  work  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  been  endeavouring  for 
some  time  past  to  accomplish  is  now  comparatively  achieved.  How  to 
provide  for  the  pharmaceutical  education  of  coming  chemists  was  a  difficult 
question,  seeing  that  there  were  no  funds  available  for  making  that  provision, 
and  it  really  did  not  seem  as  if  any  answer  would  be  forthcoming,  at  least 
not  without  government  aid.  But  the  problem  has  been  solved,  and  the 
Council  of  the  Society  deserves  the  thanks  of  the  members  and  pharmacists 
generally  for  the  persistent  efforts  which  have  resulted  in  the  establishment 
of  a  curriculum  of  two  years,  whereby  the  student  can  obtain  all  the 
necessary  knowledge  beyond  that  available  in  the  shop.  The  university 
authorities  have  shown  a  courteous  readiness  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the 
Society,  and  have  conceded  several  advantages  to  its  students,  and  it  is 
questionable  whether  even  with  a  government  grant  any  better  arrangement 
for  classes  in  materia  medica,  chemistry  and  pharmacy  could  have  been 
made  by  the  Society.  The  suggestion  from  the  Board  of  Examiners  that 
a  member  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  should  be  appointed  to  their  number  is 
distinctly  an  excellent  one,  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
Board.  This  connection  between  the  examiners  and  those  who  have  the 
carrying  out  of  the  Act  will  be  a  link  of  a  most  valuable  nature,  rendering 
available,  as  it  will,  the  university  examiners  the  advice  of  a  practical 
pharmacist  on  points  of  a  practical  nature. 

A  PROBABLE  Election. — At  the  next  Board  meeting  the  members 
will  have  to  consider  the  question  of  filling  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  Grund}-,  and  although  only  six  months  or  so  remain  of  the 
present  Board’s  term  of  office,  still  it  seems  as  though  an  election  of  one 
member  for  that  brief  period  must  take  place  to  be  in  accoi  dance  with  the 
Act ;  at  least  that  is  the  reading  of  the  rule  by  some  who  have  given  the 
matter  consideration.  Whether  the  Board  will  concur  in  this  view  remains 
to  be  seen. 

Personal.  —Mr.  Runge,  of  Angas-street,  has  taken  Mr.  Truran  into 
partnership,  Mr.  Truran  has  been  assistant  to  Mr.  Runge  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Guenther,  of  George-street,  has  been  very  ill  with  typhoid,  but  is 
now  recovering. 

Mr.  Burton,  who  lately  managed  for  Mr.  J.  White  during  his  absence 
in  England,  has  gone  for  a  holiday  trip  to  Melbourne. 

Mr.  J.  White  recently  lectured  before  the  Adelaide  Easel  Club  on 
“Art  Pictures  and  Scenery  in  the  old  world.’’ 
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Central  'Pharmaceutical  Association. — The  meeting  for  the 
present  month  was  held  on  the  4!^^  inst.  On  this  occasion  it  was  devoted 
solely  to  matters  of  a  social  and  harmonious  nature.  About  40  members 
and  friends  met  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  W.  E.  Woods,  president  of 
the  Association,  and  flinging  business  for  once  to  the  winds,  went  in  for  a 
time  of  high  old  enjoyment,  which  was  very  successlully  accomplished. 
Some  first-class  part  singing  was  provided,  in  which  Mr.  J.  H.  Owen,  the 
-ex-president,  took  an  active  share  ;  instrumental  solos,  ballads,  comic  songs 
and  recitations  made  the  short  time  at  our  disposal  seem  all  too  short. 
Light  refreshments  were  provided.  A  most  pleasant  evening  was  spent? 
and  the  “  National  Anthem  ”  finished  the  proceedings  shortly  before  mid¬ 
night.  Wellington  chemists  are  thorough ;  when  they  take  a  thing  in  hand 
they  go  through  with  it. 

An  Analysis  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Register  issued  early  in  the 
present  year,  shows  that  there  is  a  total  number  of  356  persons  legally 
qualified  to  practice  pharmacy  in  this  colony  ;  this  is  an  increase  of  18  as 
■compared  with  1895.  There  being  no  distinction  made  in  the  register 
between  employers  and  assistants,  it  is  impossible  to  give  the  number  of 
chemists  actually  in  business.  The  census  of  the  colony,  now  being  taken, 
may  reveal  the  fact,  but  even  the  figures  will  be  only  an  approximation,  as 
doubtless  some  of  the  unqualified  will  be  returned  as  chemists  and  druggists. 
From  the  gross  number  of  registered  names,  28  have  to  be  deducted,  as  not 
being  resident  in  the  colony,  leaving  a  net  total  of  328  Last  )ears  net 
total  was  313,  so  that  the  present  year  shows  an  actual  gain  of  15. 
Eliminating  absentees,  the  following  are  the  component  parts  of  the 
Register: — Registered  before  1880,  1905  passed  Standard  Examinations, 
63;  passed  Modified  Examinations,  ti;  Registered  Chemists  of  Great 
Britain,  3  ;  Certificates  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  England,  Minor,  17  j 
Major,  3  ;  total  20 ;  Certificates  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  3  ; 
Registered  Medical  Practitioners,  8  ;  total  328.  There  has  been  during 
the  year  of  one  English  Major  certificate  holder  and  one  registered  Medical 
practitioner.  The  names  of  nine  men  who  have  passed  the  qualifying 
examinations  appear  this  year  for  the  first  time.  We  also  include  in  our 
ranks  5  of  the  gentle  sex  as  pharmacists,  an  increase  of  2  over  last  year  • 
only  one,  however,  is  qualified  by  examination. 

Business. — Complaints  are  again  becoming  frequent  as  to  the  falling 
off  of  our  business.  This  perhaps  may  1  e  expected  as  a  result  of  the 
extremely  bad  weather  we  have  had  for  o\er  a  month  past.  Winter  is 
putting  in  an  early  appearance  this  year  ;  alieady  we  have  had  a  few  sharp 
frosts — rather  unusual  for  Wellington  so  early  in  the  winter. 

The  “  N.Z.  Daily  Times  ”  has  been  very  much  exercised  over  a 
communication  as  follows  :--Medical  Priggery.— We  are  in  receipt  of  the 
following  extraordinary  communication  : — “N.Z.  Medical  Association, 
Wellington  Branch,  Wellington,  April  4th,  1896.  To  the  Editor  of  the 
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New  Zealand  Times.  Dear  Sir, — I  am  instructed  by  the  Wellington  Branch  of 
the  New  Zealand  Medical  Association  to  request  you  not  to  publish  the 
names  of  doctors  called  to  attend  on  accidents  or  other  cases,  as  this  is 
contrary  to  the  rules  of  the  medical  profession  — -Yours  faithlully,  F.  Wallace 
Mackenzie,  Hon.  Sec.”  The  Editorial  rejoiner  in  a  fine  specimen  of  the 
indignant  high-fuluting  style  of  journalism,  containing  big  words  and  high 
sounding  phrases,  of  which  “insufferable  insolence  ’  is  a  sample. 

Out  of  175  Patients  in  the  Wellington  Hospital  at  the  close  of  last 
month,  22  were  suffering  from  typhoid,  but  it  is  reported  that  since  the 
commencement  of  the  year  there  had  not  been  a  single  death  in  the 
institution  from  that  disease.  In  a  few  outside  cases  deaths  have  occurred^ 
It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  this  scourge — once  so  prevalent  and 
so  virulent — is  becoming  comparatively  rare.  Auckland  appears  to  be 
attaining  the  unenviable  notriety  once  held  by  Wellington,  as  a  stronghold 
of  typhoid,  judging  by  the  following  paragraph  :  — “  Seven  out  of  28  hospital 
nurses  are  laid  up  with  typhoid  fever.  Eighteen  cases  were  admitted  to 
the  hospital  during  the  last  fortnight,  and  three  of  the  nurses  contracted  the 
fever  in  the  same  period.” 

Appointment. — Dr.  Fox,  Assistant  Medical  Officer  at  Christchurch 
Hospital,  has  been  appointed  Acting  Medical  Officer  at  the  Seacliffe 
Asylum,  Christchurch. 

Inspectors. — 'The  three  remaining  inspectors  under  the  Alcoholic 
Liquors  Sale  Control  Act  have  been  appointed  as  follows  : — Mr.  T.  H. 
Hustwick,  analytical  chemist,  Wellington  ;  Mr.  Bickerton,  son  of  Professor 
Bickerton,  of  Christchurch;  Mr.  Carnie,  Auckland. 

Kempthorne,  Prosser  &  Co.  are  at  present  removing  into  their  new 
building,  a  description  of  which  appeared  last  month.  Business  is  not 
expected  to  be  conducted  in  the  new  premises  until  about  the  close  of  the 
month. 

At  the  Late  Election  for  school  Committees,  Mr.  G.  Mee,  chemist,, 
was  re-elected  on  the  Commiltee  of  the  Terrace  School.  As  he  polled  the 
highest  number  of  votes,  he  was  subsequently  elected  Chairman  of 
Committees. 

Sanitas  Company  v.  Ogle. — Mr.  Jellicoe,  for  the  appellants,  applied 
for  leave  to  appeal  to  the  Privy  Council  from  the  judgment  of  the  Court  of 
Appeal,  whereby  the  Court  ordered  the  appeal  to  be  dismissed.  The 
action  was  originally  brought  by  the  Sanitas  Company,  claiming  an 
injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants  from  infringing  their  trade  mark  and 
trade  name.  .  he  injunction  was  refused  by  Mr.  Justice  Conolly,  and  his 
decision  was  upheld  by  the  Court  of  Appeal.  Mr.  Chapman  opposed  the 
application.  The  Court  reserved  judgment. 

A  Death  from  an  Anesthetic  is  reported  from  Blenheim.  A  young 
lady  aged  18,  desirous  of  having  some  teeth  extracted,  was  put  under  the 
influence  of  the  A.C.E.  mixture  by  her  doctor.  After  the  first  tooth  was 
removed  the  heart’s  action  ceased,  and  though  another  medical  man  was 
summoned  and  everything  possible  done,  it  was  without  avail. 
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TASMANIA, 

Court  of  Medical  Examiners.— The  vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  Dr.  E.  O.  Giblin  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Gane  Butler. 
The  recent  death  of  Dr.  Smart  has  created  another  vacancy,  which,  as  yet, 
has  not  been  filled.  We  regret  to  learn  that  yet  another  member  of  the 
Court,  Dr.  J.  Coverdale,  is  lying  seriously  ill  at  his  residence,  Glenorchy. 
This  worthy  medico  is  over  8o,  and  is  one  of  the  medical  pioneers  of  the 

•colony. 

Dr.  E.  J.  Crouch  has  been  appointed  Government  Medical  Officer, 
Health  Officer,  and  Medical  Officer  for  Charitable  Institutions  and  Gaols, 
vice  Dr.  T.  C.  Smart — deceased. 

Dr.  Gregory  Sprott  has  resigned  the  appointment  of  Assistant 
House  Surgeon  at  the  Hobart  General  Hospital,  and  has  accepted  that  of 
Officer  of  Health  to  the  Hobart  Corporation  at  a  salary  of  ^35° 
annum.  Dr.  E  T.  McGowan  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy 

at  the  Hospital  caused  by  Dr.  Sprott’s  retirement. 

Westbury  — Mr.  Howard  Drew,  chemist,  has  been  appointed  a  Deputy 
Registrar  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  for  the  district. 

Mathinna. — A  long  and  widely  felt  want  has  just  been  supplied  in 
this  thriving  mining  locality,  by  the  opening  of  a  business  as  chemist  and 
druggist  there  by  Mr.  ft.  Watson,  who  deserves  to  reap  the  reward  of  his 
■enterprise. 

Mr.  M.  Rushton  (Topliss  &  Rushton)  has  returned  to  duty  after  a 
long  and  serious  illness.  We  congratulate  Mr.  Rushton  on  his  recovery. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (Mr.  J.  B.  Hickson) 
has  returned  from  a  holiday  trip  to  Melbourne  and  Sydney.  He  speaks  m 
glowing  terms  of  the  Melbourne  College  of  Pharmacy,  over  the  whole  of 
whose  premises  he  was  most  obligingly  shown  by  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Harry 

Shillinglaw. 

An  Overdose  of  Laudanum. — Mr.  H.  T.  Maning,  Clerk  of  the  House 
of  Assembly,  was  found  dead  in  bed  on  the  April.  The  inquest 
disclosed  that  deceased  had  been  in  the  habit  of  using  laudanum  to  relieve 
chronic  neuralgia.  Dr.  Benjafield  gave  evidence  which  showed  that  in  his 
opinion  the  deceased  had  met  his  death  by  narcotic  poisoning.  ^  Dean 
Tompkys,  chemist,  of  Battery  Point,  deposed  that  on  the  previous  night  he 
had  supplied  the  deceased  with  2  oz.  of  laudanum.  He  had  stated  that  he 
was  suffering  from  neuralgia,  and  had,  on  the  night  previous,  taken  40  drops 
of  laudanum.  Witness  had  warned  deceased  not  to  take  more  than  10 
drops  for  a  dose.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  “  Death  from  an  over¬ 
dose  of  laudanum,  self-administered,  and  taken  to  allay  pain. 

The  Late  Dr.  T.  C.  Smart.— At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Hobart 
Plospital  Board,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  carried  “  That 
this  Board  desires  to  place  on  record  its  deep  sense  of  the  important  and 
valuable  services  rendered  to  the  Hobart  Hospital  by  the  late  Dr.  T.  C. 

Smart.” 
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WESTERN  AUSTRALIA. 

Alleged  Breach  of  Medical  Act. — A  singular  case  is  reported 
from  Perth,  the  proprietor  of  the  West  Australian  having  been 
proceeded  against  on  the  14th  April  for  that  they  “did  publish  an 
advertisement  in  the  West  Australian^  newspaper,  whereby  Dr.  L.  L, 
Smith  held  himself  able  or  willing  to  give  medical  advice,  contrary  to 
Vic.  No.  36,  sec.  23.”  For  the  prosecution  it  was  shown  that  Dr.  L» 
L.  Smith,  being  resident  in  Melbourne,  was  not,  and  could  not  be^ 
registered  in  Western  Australia  but  the  police  magistrate  thought 
that  the  Act  could  not  be  made  to  apply  to  a  non-resident  ;  that  it 
only  applied  to  persons  practicing  in  the  colony.  Dr.  Smith  invited 
persons  to  consult  him  in  Melbourne,  and  the  P.M.  was  of  opinion 
that  advising  a  patient  in  writing  and  forwarding  medicines  by  post 
could  not  be  deemed  practicing  in  West  Australia.  The  case  was 
dismissed,  with  £2  4s.  costs. 

Business  Changes  in  Perth. — Mr.  F.  W.  Dancker  has  removed 
from  Murray-street  to  the  corner  of  Wellington  and  Barrack-streets — ■ 
more  showy  and  substantial  premises,  having  two  plate  glass  windows, 
and  well  fitted  internally,  the  whole  presenting  the  appearance  of  a 
neat  modern  pharmacy,  and  increased  business  has  doubtless  resulted. 
Mr.  R.  J.  H.  Martin  has  removed  from  Murray-street  east  to 
Barrack-street,  where  no  effort  has  been  spared  to  bid  for  some  of 
the  business  done  in  that  busy  thoroughfare.  Mr.  E.  J.  Martin  has 
also  removed  from  Howick  to  Hay-street,  between  the  Apothecaries 
Hall  Co.,  and  Mr.  Armstrong’s  pharmacy,  where  he  has  had  fitted  up 
a  neat  and  attractive  pharmacy.  Messrs.  Deane  &  Co.’s  branch 
businesses,  corner  of  Aberdeen  and  Lake-streets,  and  at  Fremantle, 
have,  I  understand,  changed  hands.  Mr.  F.  Carrighan  (son  of  Mr. 
Carrighan,  late  of  Hay-street),  under  the  style  of  Messrs.  F. 
Carrighan  &  Co.,  has  started  a  pill-making  business  in  Hay-street 
West,  and,  judging  from  the  samples  turned  out,  the  firm  should 
command  a  fair  share  of  support. 

The  Victorian  Certificate. — The  question  of  acknowledging  the 
Victorian  Certificates  in  their  entirety  is  still  in  obeyance,  but  I  have 
heard  on  good  authority  that  the  matter  will  be  brought  before  the 
House  for  discussion  when  Parliament  meets,  which,  no  doubt,  will 
lead  to  the  amendment  of  the  Act. 

Typhoid  is  still  very  prevalent  in  Perth  just  now.  The  death 
roll  of  the  Registrar  General  contains  no  less  than  163  deaths  out  of 
503  deaths  for  the  past  quarter.  There  is  hardly  a  street  where  one 
or  more  have  not  fallen  victims  to  this  disease.  This  state  of  affairs 
is  chiefly  caused  by  all  the  liquid  matter  of  back  yards,  kitchens, 
bathrooms,  stables,  factories,  workshops,  public  and  pmavate  houses 
alike,  which,  by  the  direction  of  the  Sanitary  Authorities,  is  poured 
day  by  day  into  the  sand  on  which  the  City  is  built.  No  wonder  it 
has  become  a  veritable  germinating  ground  for  typhoid  and  kindred 
diseases. 
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WOMEN  PHARMACISTS. 


The  Df  iiggists'  Circular,  March  issue,  contains  an  article  from  which  we 
abstract  the  following  The  United  States  stands  pre-eminent  among 
the  nations  of  the  earth  for  many  things ;  one  of  these  things  is  its  women 
pharmacists.  Women  are  engaged  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  several 
European  and  other  countries,  but  in  none  of  them,  or,  perhaps  not  in  all 
of  them  together,  to  the  same  extent  that  they  are  in  this  country. 

As  long  ago  as  1863  the  New  York  College  of  Pharmacy  graduated  a 
woman,  one  who  has  added  new  laurels  to  the  wreath  with  which  the 
scientific  woman  is  crowned.  Although  she  did  not  achieve  her  fame  as  a 
pharmacist,  yet  the  foundation  for  the  eminence  which  she  has  attained  in 
the  sister  profession  of  medicine  was  laid  strong  and  deep  on  the  bed  rock 
of  pharmacy.  The  pride  which  the  medical  fraternity  takes  in  the  achieve¬ 
ments  of  Mrs.  Mary  Putman  Jacobi  is  shared  by  the  pharmacists  in  whose 
ranks  she  once  held  place. 

The  Massachusetts  College  graduated  the  next  woman  Ph.  G.  This 
was  in  1877,  her  predecessor  in  the  field  having  stood  unique  for  14  years. 
In  1880  the  Chicago  College  graduated  its  first  woman,  and  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  its  second. 

New  York  and  Philadelphia  have  each  graduated  several  young  women, 
sometimes  one  being  ahead  in  the  number  of  its  graduates  and  sometimes 
the  other,  but  the  6  young  women  who  went  from  the  latter  college  last 
year  as  lull-fledged  pharmacists  made  a  total  of  18,  while  New  York  has 
16  all  told.  In  the  senior  class  at  the  New  York  College  this  year  are  3 
women,  while  Philadelphia’s  class  of  ’96,  boasts  of  9.  In  the  class  of  ’95, 
New  York,  Miss  Agnes  P.  Mahony  took  a  $100  prize  for  the  best  examina¬ 
tion  in  materia  medica  and  pharmacognosy.  Two  graduates  of  the  class 
of  ’86  were  young  women  from  Cuba. 

Michigan,  which  was  among  the  first  of  the  schools  to  disregard  the 
precedent  of  requiring  apprenticeship  before  graduation,  and  has  been 
particularly  favoured  by  the  fair  but  inexperienced  on  that  account,  has 
graduated  no  less  than  27  women.  This  is  the  highest  record  yet  obtained 
in  America  so  far  as  can  be  learned.  Of  the  Western  colleges,  the  Illinois 
has  graduated  9  women,  the  Chicago  8,  the  Kansas  City  5,  the  Highland 
Park  3,  the  Wisconsin  3,  the  St.  Louis  2,  and  the  Vanderbilt,  the  Minnesota, 
and  the  Detroit  i  each.  The  Meharry  College,  for  negroes,  has  graduated 
4  women. 

The  question  of  women  pharmacists  has  been  discussed  in  a  desultory 
manner  in  England  for  some  time.  When  the  pharmacy  act  of  1868  was 
passed  several  women  were  in  business  and  were  registered  without  exam¬ 
ination.  A  search  through  the  register  made  a  few  years  ago  showed  that 
there  remained  no  less  than  130  of  these,  and  many  new  names  have  of 
course  been  added. 

It  was  not  until  1872  that  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain  allowed  a  woman  to  enter  the  laboratories  of  the  Society’s 
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school,  although  they  were  allowed  in  the  other  classes.  Three  plucky 
girl  students  petitioned  to  be  allowed  the  privileges  of  the  lavatory,  and  did 
not  rest  until  they  had  secured  them,  not  alone  for  themselves,  but  for  all 
of  the  female  students  who  followed  them. 

In  1877  Miss  Mabel  Clark  applied  for  membership  in  the  Society,  and 
was  refused.  As  this  was  not  a  case  to  be  passed  upon  by  the  courts,  she 
did  not  have  the  same  recourse  that  Miss  White,  of  Kentucky,  had,  but  was 
forced  to  use  moral  suasion.  At  the  end  of  two  years  she  had  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  seeing  the  portals  of  the  Society  open  to  ladies. 

Portraits  and  interviews  with  women  prominent  in  England  as  proprie¬ 
tors  of  “  chemists’  shops  ”  have  from  time  to  time  appeared  in  London 
papers.  One  of  the  women  said  that  she  had  sometimes  been  taken  aback 
at  having  a  woman  enter  the  shop  with  a  prescription,  and,  upon  seeing  the 
person  in  charge  to  be  one  of  her  own  sex,  slipping  the  prescription  out  of 
sight  and  purchasing  cough  drops. 


TO  PRESERVE  OIL  OF  BITTER  ALMONDS. 


."VccoRDiNG  to  a  recent  number  of  Schmmers  Berichie^  by  an  addition  of 
ten  per  cent,  of  alcohol  to  oil  of  bitter  almonds,  it  is  to  a  great  extent 
prevented  from  deteriorating,  the  tendency  to  oxidation  and  thereby 
crystalisation,  can  be  obviated  by  keeping  in  well  filled  and  tightly  corked 
bottles,  but  this  is,  of  course,  inconvenient,  and  the  above  method  is 
recommended  to  be  used  as  a  preservative  in  the  case  of  the  oil  itself,  or 
that  from  which  hydrocyanic  acid  has  been  removed,  with  the  advantage  of 
being  a  harmless  ingredient. 


KEROSENE  AS  AN  ANTISEPTIC  WOUND 

DRESSING. 


Dr.  a.  Shirman  reports  (W.  K  Med.  Jour.)  that  for  reasons  of  expediency 
and  economy  he  was  induced  to  try  kerosene  (commercial)  in  case  of 
wounds  and  especially  atonic  ulcers  of  the  trunk  and  limbs  in  persons  of 
the  poorer  classes,  and  with  most  gratifying  results,  the  kerosene  being 
applied  (either  pure  or  diluted  with  one-third  to  one-half  alcohol)  with  a 
camel’s-hair  pencil  or  on  gauze.  Shortly  after  the  application  a  burning 
sensation  was  felt,  but  it  soon  passed  away.  The  appearance  and 
character  of  the  ulcers  showed  a  change  for  the  better  ;  the  discharge 
gradually  diminished,  and  in  the  course  of  from  two  to  four  weeks  after 
primam  intentionem  the  rapidly-granulating  surface  formed  a  scar  without 
any  contraction  of  the  surrounding  parts.  The  advantages  of  the  use  of 
kerosene  for  such  cases  are  summarised  as  follows  :  It  produces  healing  in 
a  comparatively  brief  space  of  time  ;  it  is  much  more  economical  and  is 
easily  obtained ;  the  author  never  found  the  wound  to  be  complicated  with 
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erysipelatous  process  ;  it  does  not  produce  constitutional  poisoning  through 
the  wound  by  absorption  as  other  antiseptics  sometimes  do  ;  it  has  not  the 
intolerable  smell  of  some  ol  the  others  which  are  now  in  use ;  and  the 
formation  of  a  cicatrix  on  the  ulcers  is  rapidly  developed.  Kerosene, 
having  a  local  irritating  action  on  the  wound,  undoubtedly  possesses  also 
disinfecting  properties  for  the  remote  surface  as  well  as  for  the  adjacent 
surface  around  the  wound.  This  is  of  great  value,  for  actual  facts  show 
that  persons  residing  in  the  kerosene  oil  districts  are  protected  against 
ailments  of  an  epidemic  character,  such  as  cholera,  &c. —  Wesierii  Druggist. 


RADIOGRAPHY. 


The  new  photography,  to  which  the  name  of  radiography  has 
been  given  is  certainly  destined  to  produce  wonderful  results  in  the 
diagnosis  of  disease.  Since  the  discovery  of  this  new  force  by  Professor 
Rontgen  (pronounced  Renken),  interesting  experiments  are  being  made  all 
over  the  world,  and  various  articles  have  appeared  in  the  journals  and 
magazines  bearing  upon  the  subject.  In  one  of  the  latest  issues  of  the 
London  Tiincs  is  an  account  of  the  manner  in  which  a  bullet  was  discovered 
in  the  body  of  a  patient  by  the  new  system,  and  in  the  April  number  of 
the  British  Medical  lournal  appears  an  article  and  a  “  skiagraphy 
illustrating  the  opacity  of  various  substances.  The  point  of  special  interest 
which  is  brought  out  is  the  great  transparency  of  gall  stones  to  the  a:  rays. 
This  was  already  known,  but  it  is  made  very  conspicuous  by  Mr.  Leon’s 
skiagraph.  The  skiagraph  appears  to  show  also  that  a  uric  acid  calculus 
is  more  transparent  than  other  vesical  calculi,  among  which  there  appears 
to  be  little  difference.  These  calculi  were  approximately  of  the  same 
thickness,  and  a  finger  and  a  coin  are  shown  on  the  same  plate  for  pur¬ 
poses  of  comparison.  The  exposure  was  three  minutes,  and  the  tube  used 
was  one  of  Newton’s  “  focus”  tubes.  Unfortunately  the  process  will  only 
bring  into  relief  a  hard  substance  such  as  bones  or  foreign  body,  it  will  not 
give  us  any  representation  of  the  tissues  and  nerves  ;  these  remain  trans¬ 
parent.  The  keenness  of  desire  to  turn  the  new  process  to  account  is 
noteworthy,  especially  in  the  domain  of  medicine  and  surgery.  Before 
long  there  is  every  probability  that  some  scientist  will  have  discovered  a 
method  of  photographing  the  tissues  of  the  body,  as  well  as  the  skeleton. 


GLYCERINE. 


Perhaps  no  other  subject  connected  with  the  trades  represented  by  this 
journal  is  more  interesting  than  that  of  glycerine.  The  great  rise  in  price 
and  the  increased  demand,  together  with  the  fact  that  there  is  every  indica¬ 
tion  that  the  price  will  go  still  higher,  make  the  subject  one  which  practical 
men  may  with  advantage  turn  their  attention  to  at  this  time.  The  increase 
in  price  may,  doubtless,  be  attributed  very  largely  to  the  Japanese  war 
against  the  Chinese.  Up  to  that  time  smokeless  powder,  cordite,  etc.,. 
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seemed  to  compress  great  advantages  ;  but  it  was  only  in  actual  warfare 
that  the  value  of  them  could  be  demonstrated  beyond  doubt.  All  doubt 
on  the  question  having  been  set  at  rest,  the  demand  for  glycerine,  which  is 
an  important  constituent  of  smokeless  powder  as  well  as  dynamite  and 
nitro-glycerine,  increased,  with  a  corresponding  advance  in  price. 

We  learn  on  an  authority  that  cannot  be  questioned  that  one  of  the 
leading  glycerine  manufacturers  has  recently  refused  quotations  because  the 
demand  exceeded  the  supply,  which  in  the  case  of  this  manufacturer  is  very 
large.  We  also  learn  that  a  number  of  the  soap  manufacturers — not,  of 
course,  the  smallest — are  putting  in  glycerine  plant,  so  that  there  is  every 
indication  that  the  market  in  this  material  will  bring  about  some  interesting 
developments  in  the  not  distant  future. 

Comparatively  small  soap  manufacturers,  who  have  for.  years  been 
pouring  their  spent  lie  down  the  drains,  will,  by  the  enhanced  price  of  gly¬ 
cerine,  now  find  it  profitable  to  put  in  plant  of  their  own  for  the  recovery 
of  it. — Oils^  Colours^  and  Drysalteries.

A  very  small  quantity  of  the  solu¬ 
tion  is  sufficient  for  effecting  the  desired  purpose,  and  it  may  be  used  either 
cold  or  lukewarm.  Plain  articles  may  be  brightened  equal  to  new  by 
putting  a  spot  or  two  of  the  liquid  upon  them  from  the  stopper  of  the  bottle 
.and  lightly  brushing  over  the  surface  with  fine  tissue  paper  until  sufficiently 
dried  off  to  accomplish  the  object  intended.

We  infer  that  the  person  who  “got  up”  the  prescription  failed  to 
discriminate  between  magnesia  and  magnesium  sulphate;  the  former  as 
is  well  known,  converts  copaiba  into  a  semi-solid  resin  which  can  be  made 
into  pills.  Solution  of  potassa  is  used  to  increase  the  miscibility  of  copaiba 
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with  liquids,  and  is  of  course  totally  out  of  place  in  the  mixture  ;  and  the 
alum  and  gaultheria  oil  are  in  the  same  category  ;  the  latter  would  be 
present,  if  it  stayed,  in  a  quantity  entirely  too  large  for  flavouring,  and  it  is 
presumably  not  included  for  any  medicinal  effect 

The  only  thing  that  could  be  done  with  such  a  mixture  would  be  to 
entirely  reconstruct  it. 

HEMLOCK  IN  NEW  SOUTH  WALES. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Maiden,  in  the  February  number  of  the  Agricultural 
Gazette^  writes  that  this  poisonous  plant  has  made  its  appearance 
in  a  garden  at  Rocky  Point,  in  New  England.  The  person  who 
found  the  specimen  was  of  the  opinion  that  it  had  found  its  way 
into  the  colony  by  means  of  some  dirty  flower  seeds,  which,  no 
doubt,  is  the  proper  explanation.  Mr.  Maiden  states  he  was  under  the 
impression  Conium  had  been  introduced  into  Australia  years  ago,  but  fails 
to  find  a  reference  to  its  introduction,  and  therefore  assumes  this  is  the 
first  time  the  fact  has  been  recorded,  he  gives  an  illustration  of  the  stem, 
leaves,  and  seed,  and  minute  description  of  how  it  may  be  recognised,  its 
effects  on  cattle  and  sheep,  and  a  strong  warning  to  buyers  of  seed  to 
exercise  a  clear  supervision  over  imported  or  any  seed  bought  in  the 
^colonies,  lest  this  undoubtedly  poisonous  herb  should  get  into  our  cattle 
pastures.  Although  hemlock  is  common  in  the  old  country  very  few  cases 
-of  stock  being  poisoned  occur,  horses  and  cattle  generally  refuse  to  touch 
it,  but  sheep  often  do.  From  the  fact  of  grass  being  less  luxuriant  in  the 
colonies,  the  green  of  the  hemlock  would  have  more  attraction  for  stock, 
and  for  this  reason  it  would  be  as  well  to  guard  against  its  spreading  as 
far  as  possible.  But  as  Mr.  Maiden  points  out  its  introduction  is  only  a 
matter  of  time,  as  it  is  unlikely  the  discoverer  of  its  presence  in  New  South 
Wales  is  the  only  one  who  has  received  parcels  of  seed,  containing  seeds 
of  this  plant. 

EXPLOSION  OF  HYDROGEN  PEROXIDE. 

J.  W.  Bruhl,  in  an  exhaustive  study  of  the  nature  of  hydrogen  peroxide 
(Ber.  d.  d.  Chem.  Gesell,)  found  it,  when  freed  from  water,  highly 
explosive.  After  having  distilled  some  of  the  body  in  vacuo,  an  oily  resi¬ 
due  was  left,  which  the  author  wished  to  examine,  so  he  took  a  drop  from 
a  capsule  with  a  glass  rod,  which  he  points  out  was  not  rounded,  but 
broken  off  sharp.  At  the  moment  of  contact,  an  explosion  of  great  intensity 
.occurred.  The  capsule  was  driven  through  the  table  ;  beakers  and  flasks 
were  broken,  as  was  a  window  5  meters  off.  The  ether  and  alcohol  in  the 
flasks  which  were  shattered,  although  not  near  a  gas  flame,  caught  fire. 
The  author’s  spectacle  glasses  were  torn  out  of  the  frames,  and  he  was 
struck  with  numerous  fragments  of  glass,  some  of  which  went  through  his 
clothes,  and  stuck  into  his  body.  Many  observations  of  importance  were 
made,  the  research  including  a  complete  spectroscopic  examination. — 
D.  C.  6^  C.  Gazette. 
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INDIGESTION  AND  BALDNESS. 

'The  Charlotte  Medical  Journal  says  : — “  Dyspepsia  is  not  only  one 
of  the  most  common  diseases,  but  it  is  also  one  of  the  most 
common  causes  for  the  loss  of  hair.  Nature  is  very  careful  to 
guard  and  protect  and  supply  the  vital  organs  with  the  proper  amount  of 
nutriment,  but  when  she  cannot  command  a  sufficient  quantity  of  blood 
supply  for  the  organs,  she  very  naturally  cuts  off  the  supply  of  parts  the 
least  vital,  like  the  hair  and  nails,  so  that  the  most  important  organs,  like 
the  heart,  lungs,  etc.,  may  be  better  nourished  and  perform  their  work  more 
satisfactorily.  In  cases  of  severe  fevers  one  can  readily  see  how  nature 
economises.  If  one  will  examine  a  hair  very  closely,  from  the  beard  or 
head,  it  will  be  seen  that  it  gives  somewhat  of  a  history  of  an  individual 
during  the  time  it  was  growing.  It  will  be  observed  that  it  shows  attenuated 
places,  showing  that  at  some  period  of  its  growth  the  blood  supply  was 
deficient  from  overwork,  anxiety,  or  underfeeding.  Speaking  of  dyspepsia 
being  one  of  the  most  common  causes  of  alcopecia,  I  will  add  that  a  very 
common  cause  of  indigestion  is  irregularity  of  meal  hours.  The  human 
system  seems  to  form  habits,  and  it  performs  its  functions  in  a  great 
measure  in  accordance  with  the  habits  formed.  This  seems  to  be 
particularly  so  in  regard  to  eating,  and  you  might  say  drinking,  too.  Your 
stomach  gets  into  the  habit  of  accepting  your  meals  at  a  certain  hour  every 
day,  and  at  that  hour  it  is  ready  for  it,  If  you,  however,  take  meals  at 
irregular  hours  you  take  your  stomach  by  surprise,  and  it  does  not  know 
when  to  expect  a  meal,  and  it  is  not  in  that  state  of  readiness  for  prompt 
and  perfect  performance  of  its  work.  Be  more  careful  about  what  you  eat, 
when  you  eat,  and  you  will  have  less  dyspepsia  and  fewer  bald  heads.” 

Effect  of  Electricity  on  Vegetation. — According  to  Pro.  A.  Aloi 
(Bull.  Soc.  Botan.  Ital )  both  atmospheric  and  terrestrial  electricity  exercise  a 
favourable  influence  on  the  germination  of  seeds  and  the  growth  of  plants. 
He  anticipates  the  application  of  electricity  in  agriculture  as  a  most 
important  development  of  the  future.

Your  correspondent  states  that 
storekeepers  are  in  possession  of  poison  licenses  where  there  are  two- 
chemists  in  the  township.  Allow  me  to  correct  this,  and  to  state  that  in. 
New  South  Wales  licenses  are  not  issued  to  storekeepers  in  places  where 
there  are  registered  chemists  The  utmost  care  is  taken  in  this 
direction,  and  not  a  single  poison  license  is  granted  to  any  storekeeper 
under  these  circumstances,  as  long  as  it  is  known  that  a  registered  chemist 
has  a  business  in  the  township.  If,  however,  a  registered  chemist  neglects 
to  give  notice  of  his  removal  to  another  town,  it  is,  of  course,  impossible  to 
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protect  him.  I  shall  be  glad  indeed  to  hear  from  “Pharmacist  ”  to  which 
town  he  has  referred.  Yours  faithfully,

We  have  been  requested  to  publish  the  following  letter: — 

The  Secretary  and  Registrar  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy, — 

As  your  Board  is  well  aware,  a  poisons  license  was,  under  March  3rd, 
1896,  granted  by  your  Board  to  one  F.  Carmont,  Casino,  while  I,  properly 
qualified,  was  refused  same. 

Just  to  show  your  Board  the  absurdity  of  this  action,  and  how  sadly 
your  confidence  was  misplaced.  In  doing  so,  I  beg  to  inform  you  of  the 
following  facts. 

On  the  2 1  St  of  April,  1896,  M.  C - ,  road  contractor,  called  at  my 

shop,  and  asked  for  arsenical  soap,  but  as  I,  by  your  Board’s  refusal,  am 
restricted  from  a  sale  of  arsenic,  I  asked  him  to  procure  the  poison  from 
above-mentioned  F.  C.,  duly  registered  as  dealer  by  your  Board. 

A  little  time  after,  he  came  back  and  placed  on  my  counter  a  parcel 
in  plain  brown  wrapper,  tied  with  a  string,  but  no  label  as  to  contents,  no 
dealer’s  name,  nor  poison  label,  nothing  whatever,  and  quite  in  contradiction 
to  the  Act  of  1876,  section  18. 

I  called  Mr.  C - ’s  attention  to  this  fact,  and  opened  the  parcel,  in 

which  I  found  a  grocer’s  common  paper  sugar  bag,  but  no  label  as  to 
contents,  no  name  of  dealer,  nor  poison  label,  a  distinct  violation 
of  the  said  Act  of  1876,  and  contained  in  the  bag  was  \  lb.  of  grey 
coloured  substance,  which  I  recognised  as  arsenic,  bought  for  one  shilling. 

Truly  it  was  a  negligence  unspeakable,  not  to  say  a  distinct  break 
and  violation  of  the  law,  which  said  F.C.,  at  the  very  least,  ought  to  have 
made  himself  acquainted  with,  by  reason  of  his  registration. 

I  hope  your  Board  will  kindly  notice  this  extraordinary  case,  and  move 
in  the  matter,  thereby  possibly  avoiding  the  great  danger  to  which  the 
public  is  exposed,  and  which  could  easily  have  been  avoided  by  vesting  the 
license  in  the  hands  of  a  properly  qualified  and  pharmaceutically  trained 
man. 

A  copy  of  this  letter  is  also  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  Trade  and 
Finance,  the  Colonial  Secretary,  Mr.  R.  Pyers,  M.L.A.,  H.  S.  Brothwood, 
Esq.,  Leichhardt,  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Australasia,  The  Sydney 
Morning  Herald,  and  The  Daily  Telegraph,  Sydney. 

Hoping  the  new  Pharmacy  Bill  shortly  will  be  passed  in  Parliament, 
and  thereby  give  justice  to  all  concerned,  and  hoping  this  may  be  effective 
in  strengthening  our  hands,  I  am,  yours  faithfully.
